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AT EGYPT'S REQUEST, SC MET AT 7:00P.M. OCT. 24. EGYPT 
AND ISRAEL ACCUSED EACH OTHER OF BEING RESPONSIBLE FOR BREAKING 
CEASEFIRE. SYG REPORTED ON DESPATCH OF OBSERVERS, AND MALIK 
(USSR) DECLARED ISRAEL WAS DELIBERATELY USING CEASEFIRE 
TO TAKE OVER MORE LAND. SCALI NOTED IT WAS DIFFICULT PROVE 
ACCURACY OF CONFLICTING CHARGES WITHOUT UN OBSERVERS ON SCENE. 
GUINEA, ON BEHALF NON ALIGNED, REQUESTED SUSPENSION 
OF MEETING AT 9:40, AND WHEN COUNCIL RECONVENED AT MIDNIGHT 
KENYA INTRODUCED INDIA-INDONESIA-GUINEA-YUGOSLAVIA- 
SUDAN-PERU-PANAMA KENYA DRAFT RES WHICH THEY HOPED WOULD BE 
APPROVED AT NEXT MEETING 10:30 A.M. OCT. 25. RES WOULD, 

INTER ALIA, DEMAND COMPLETE COMPLIANCE WITH CEASEFIRE, 

REQUEST SYG INCREASE OBSERVERS ON BOTH SIDES, DECIDE SET 
UP UN EMERGENCY FORCE, REQUEST SYG REPORT TO SC ON URGENT AND 
CONTINUING BASIS, AND REQUEST ALL MEMBERS EXTEND FULL 
COOPERATION IN IMPLEMENTATION OF THIS RES WELL AS RESES 
338 AND 339. 

UN CIRCULATED: ISRAELI LETTER (S/1 1043) STATING EGYPTIAN 
FORCES CONTINUED VIOLATE CEASEFIRE IN AREA OF SUEZ-CAIRO 
ROAD AND SOUTH OF BITTER LAKES; AND EGYPTIAN LETTER (S/1 1044) 
DECLARING ISRAEL RESUMED FIRING IN SOUTHERN SECTOR AND ALSO 
ATTACKED NAVAL BASE. 

EGYPTIAN FONMIN EL-ZAYYAT CHARGED NEW WAR BROKEN OUT, 
EGYPTIAN FORCES BEING ATTACKED BY LASER-GUIDED MISSILES 
AND US-MADE PHANTOM PLANES AND ISRAELIS ATTACKING ALL SECTORS 
EXCEPT NORTH. HE SAID EGYPT ACCEPTED CEASEFIRE RES IN GOOD 
FAITH. AND IT WAS NOW UP TO TWO POWERS WHICH AUTHORED RES 
TO INTERVENE; THEY HAD FORCES IN MEDITERRANEAN AND MUST HELP 
UN OBSERVERS RESTORE POSITIONS. HE CLAIMED TWO US PLANES 
FLEW OVER EGYPT AND SYRIA FEW DAYS AGO "OBVIOUSLY AS 
RECONNAISSANCE", AND SAID HE JUST LEARNED ISRAEL REFUSED 
ALLOW UN OBSERVERS IN MIDDLE SECTION OF SINAI FOR TIMER TNG. 

SYG WALDHEIM INFORMED COUNCIL THAT ON EGYPTIAN SIDE SEVEN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PATROLS DISPATCHED TOWARD FORWARD DEFENDED LOCALITIES; 
ISRAELIS PROMISED COOPERATION AND URGENT MEASURES BEING 
TAKEN TO DEPLOY OBSERVERS ON THAT SIDE. SYG STRESSED THAT FOR 
OBSERVERS TO FUNCTION EFFECTIVELY THERE MUST BE COMPLETE 
ACCEPTANCE OF CEASEFIRE BY PARTIES AND FULL COOPERATION BY 
THEM WITH UN OBSERVERS. 

TEKOAH (ISRAEL) ACCUSED EGYPT OF VIOLATING CEASEFIRE BUT 
CLAIMED ALL FIRING HAD NOW STOPPED, GAVE ASSURANCES OF 
ISRAEL'S FULL COOPERATION WITH UNTSO COS, AND SAID IT WAS 
NOW TIME "TO STOP SHOOTING AT EACH OTHER AND TO TALK". 

EL-ZAYYAT TOOK FLOOR AGAIN TO STATE ISRAELIS ATTACKED 
EL-ADABIAH IN SUEZ AND REITERATE OTHER ISRAELI VIOLATIONS. 
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HE HOPED SC MEMBERS, PARTICULARLY SPONSORS OF RES, WOULD 
SEE TO IT RESES WERE RESPECTED. 

ABDULLA (SUDAN) THOUGHT TWO COSPONSORS COULD NOT BE ABSOLVED 
OF DUTY TO ENSURE IMPLEMENTATION OF CEASEFIRE RES. MOJSOV 
(YUGOSLAVIA) ASKED WHERE GOOD OFFICES WERE THAT SPONSORS 
HAD SAID THEY WOULD OFFER FOR NEGOTIATING PROCESS. HE FOUND 
IT HARD TO BELIEVE US WAS UNABLE TO MAKE ISRAEL COMPLY. AND 
SAID IF US AND USSR DID NOT HAVE CONCRETE PROPOSALS SC MEMBERS 
HAD COLLECTIVE DUTY TO FIND MEANS OF DEALING WITH SITUATION 
CAUSED BY ISRAEL'S REFUSAL TO COMPLY. 

MALIK (USSR) ACCUSED ISRAEL OF DELIBERATELY USING CEASEFIRE 
TO TAKE OVER MORE LAND, SAID US ASSUMED GRAVE RESPONSIBILITY 
TO ENSURE ISRAEL'S IMPLEMENTATION OF RESES- "STAKES ARE 
HIGH" AND ISRAEL MUST BE IMMEDIATELY COMPELLED TO ABIDE 
BY TWO SC RESES. HE SAID HE WAS AUTHORIZED TO STATE THAT 
EGYPTIAN FONMIN'S PROPOSALS REGARDING DESPATCH OF FORCES 
WERE CORRECT, JUST AND IN ACCORD WITH CHARTER. UNDER 
CHAP. VII UN SHOULD APPLY SANCTIONS AGAINST ISRAEL. MALIK 
CALLED "LACK OF ACTIVITY" BY OBSERVERS INADMISSIBLE AND STATED 
SC MUST KNOW COMPOSITION OF OBSERVER FORCE AND IF FORCE 
INCREASED IT SHOULD INCLUDE PERSONNEL FROM SOCIALIST AND 
"THIRD WORLD" COUNTRIES. 

TEKOAH, REPLYING TO MALIK, OBSERVED SOV REP SAW NO NEED FOR 
SC MEETING WHEN SOV-MADE FROG MISSILES AND ROCKETS RAINING 
DEATH ON ISRAELIS. HE SPOKE OF POWS, GENEVA CONVENTION, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND STRONGLY PROTESTED AGAINST INHUMANE ATTITUDE OF GOVTS 
OF EGYPT AND SYRIA. EL-ZAYYAT THEN DECLARED EGYPTIANS FIGHTING 
FOR EGYPTIAN LAND ON EGYPTIAN LAND, AND HE ASKED US IF IT 
EXPECTED ISRAEL ABIDE BY OCT. 22 
CEASEFIRE LINE. 

CISSE (GUINEA) SAID SHE EARLIER INTENDED ASK FOR SUSPENSION 
OF MEETING BUT WAS INFORMED REPS OF USSR AND SAUDI ARABIA 
WISHED TO SPEAK. SHE WOULD ASK FOR RECESS FOR NON-ALIGNED 
CONSULTATIONS FOLLOWING THEIR STATEMENTS. MALIK AGREED FOREGO 
HIS RIGHT TO SPEAK, BUT BAROODY (SAUDI ARABIA) INSISTED ON 
SPEAKING FOR "20 MINUTES." BAROODY ASKED HIS ARAB COLLEAGUES NOT 
TO PUT FAITH IN SUPERPOWER NEGOTIATIONS WHEN US REMAINED 
COMMITTED TO ISRAEL; SAID FRG CALLED IN US CHARGE ABOUT 
US USE OF WEST GERMAN PORT TO LOAD TANKS FOR ISRAEL AND HAD 
STATED FRG WANTED PRESERVE STRICT NEUTRALITY. BAROODY ASKED 
WHAT ARAB WORLD HAD DONE TO US TO RECEIVE SUCH TREATMENT. 

SCALI POINTED OUT EACH SIDE ACCUSING OTHER OF VIOLATING 
CEASEFIRE, BUT IT WAS IMPOSSIBLE FOR SC TO PROVE ACCURACY OF 
CONFLICTING CHARGES WITHOUT UN OBSERVERS ON SCENE. HE STRESSED 
PARTIES MUST COMPLY WITH RESES, SAID US ACTIVELY 
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CONSULTED ISRAEL TO IMPRESS ON IT NECESSITY FOR ABSOLUTE 
ADHERENCE. US AGREED PARTIES SHOULD RETURN TO POSITIONS 
OCCUPIED WHEN CEASEFIRE BECAME EFFECTIVE BUT NOTED LINES 
NOT YET DEMARCATED. REGARDING EGYPTIAN SUGGESTION US AND 
USSR SEND TROOPS, HE SAID US DID NOT FEEL GREAT POWER INVOLVEMENT 
IN SUCH WAY WOULD HELP CREATE CONDITIONS OF PEACE. 

AT GUINEA'S REQUEST, SC SUSPENDED MEETING AT 9:40 FOR 
CONSULTATIONS. WHEN IT RESUMED AT MIDNIGHT, KENYAN REP ODERO- 
JOWI TOLD COUNCIL IT HAD BEFORE IT "EVIDENCE OF COMPLETE 
BREAKDOWN" OF CEASEFIRE. HOPE THAT SPONSORS OF RESES 338 
AND 339 WOULD ENSURE OBSERVANCE OF CEASEFIRE HAD BEEN IN VAIN, 

AND EGYPTIAN FONMIN HAD ASKED SC TO "HELP ROLL BACK CLOUDS OF POTENTI 
AL 

WORLDWODE CONFLICT". ODERO-JOWI THEN READ TEXT OF NON-ALIGNED 
RES AND READ RELEVANT PARAS OF RES 242 WHICH WERE MATTERS 
RES 338 SOUGHT TO IMPLEMENT. HE SAID COSPONSORS HOPED FOR 
FAVORABLE VOTE AT NEXT MEETING. DRAFT WAS SUPPORTED BY CISSE 
(GUINEA).

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TEKOAH REPORTED PROGRESS MADE IN STATIONING OBSERVERS. 

EL-ZAYYAT REITERATED BATTLE GOING ON AND ISRAELIS USING GUIDED 
MISSILES AND NAPALM AGAINST EGYPTIANS "RIGHT NOW." SYG REPORTED 
SYRIANS REACTED FAVORABLY TO PLANS FOR READIUSTING POSTS IN 
SYRIAN-ISRAELI SECTOR. ISRAELIS TO REPORT TOMORROW, AND HE 
ASSUMED SC WOULD HAVE NO OBJECTION. SYG ASSURED SOV REP THERE 
WAS NO LACK OF ACTIVITY EITHER IN UNTSO OR NY, AND POINTED

CALLS FOR ORGANIZATIONAL SESSION OF LOS CONFERENCE IN 
NY NOV. 26-DEC. 7 AND SUBSTANTIVE SESSION IN CARACAS MAY 13- 
JULY 19. 1974. INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS STILL TAKING PLACE ON 
LIST OF COUNTRIES TO BE INVITED. AUSTRIA, NETHERLANDS. 

T/T, UAE AND VENEZUELA BECAME ADDITIONAL COSPONSORS, 

BRINGING TOTAL TO 20. COMITE WILL RESUME CONSIDERATION OF 
LOS ITEM OCT. 25. 

JAROSZEK (POLAND) AND VEJVODA (CZECHOSLOVAKIA) DEVOTED 
STATEMENTS TO SUPPORTING WDC AND URGING UNANIMOUS DECISION 
TO CONVENE CONFERENCE EARLY. IN VEJVODA'S VIEW. WDC WAS 
GRADUALLY BEING ACCEPTED AS FUNDAMENTAL CONDITION FOR 
ATTAINING PROGRESS ON NUMBER OF DISARMAMENT ISSUES. 

THIS GA SHOULD ACT ON EXPANDING MEMBERSHIP OF SPECIAL WDC

ON TIMING UNTIL PROSPECTS FOR PROGRESS WERE BRIGHTER.

MALAYSIA URGED SA'S TRADING PARTNERS AND FRIENDS TO BREAK 
TIES WITH SA. BYELORUSSIA STATED THAT. WITH AID OF 
"IMPERIALISM" SA WAS INCREASING MILITARY TO WAGE WAR 
AGAINST INDEPENDENT AFRICAN STATES AND NATIONAL LIBERATION 
MOVEMENTS. INDIA SAID CAMPAIGN AGAINST APARTHEID WAS ACHIEVING 
SUCCESSES AND "RACISTS ARE CRACKING". ITALY SAID EXERTION 
OF PRESSURES AGAINST SA SHOULD BE ACCOMPANIED BY STUDY OF 
REACTIONS WITHIN SA TO DETERMINE WHICH MEASURES WERE 
EFFECTIVE AND WHICH WERE COUNTER-PRODUCTIVE. CYPRUS 
FAVORED INCREASED INFORMATION CAMPAIGN TO MAKE 
INDIVIDUALS AS WELL AS NATIONS AWARE OF PROBLEM. PHILIPPINES 
CALLED FOR MORAL, POLITICAL, AND MATERIAL ASSISTANCE 
TO LIBERATION MOVEMENTS. 
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ALBANIA CITED GA WALKOUT DURING SA SPEECH AS EVIDENCE 
THAT LIBERATION STRUGGLE WOULD SUCCEED. CAMEROON WARNED THAT 
WESTERN AID TO SA COULD "TOLL KNELL OF OUR ORGANIZATION OVER 
LONG RUM." JAPAN ATTACHED IMPORTANCE TO ARMS EMBARGO. MOROCCO 
SAID UN MUST TAKE RESOLUTE ACTION TO GRANT AZANIA ITS RIGHTS. 
SWEDEN CALLED ELIMINATION OF APARTHEID VITAL AIM OF UN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND WELCOMED APARTHEID COMITE DECISION ON MORE ACTION- 
ORIENTED PROGRAM. GHANA SAID SA HAD "PHASED ITSELF OUT OF 
COMMUNITY OF SOVEREIGN STATES." HE SAID SA REGIME AND 
OVERSEAS FINANCIERS SEE BANTUSTANS AS GUARANTEED CHEAP 
LABOR. URUGUAY CALLED FOR "PSYCHOLOGICAL ACTION TO UPROOT 
FROM MEN’S MINDS IDEA OF DISCRIMINATION". BULGARIA AND UAE 
URGED CONCRETE ACTIONS RATHER THAN RESES TO AID LIBERATION 
MOVEMENTS. NEPAL CALLED RELATION BETWEEN FOREIGN ECONOMIC 
INTERESTS AND SA COMPANIES MAIN OBSTACLE TO EFFECTIVE UN 
ACTION. AUSTRIA PAID TRIBUTE TO EFFORTS OF APARTHEID COMITE S 
EFFORTS TO MOBILIZE PUBLIC OPINION. CUBA CLAIMED THAT SA 
CONTAINED APARTHEID WITH SUPPORT OF NATO. PARTICULARLY 
US AND CALLED SA "MOST PROFITABLE BUSINESS OF YANKEE 
IMPERIALISM."

HUNGARY SAID THAT UNIDO'S ROLE IN NATURAL RESOURCES NEEDED 
CLARIFICATION. KENYA DEPLORED ATTITUDE OF SOME DCS CRITICIZING
